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PLANT GUARD ENROLLMENT 
IN COAST GUARD POLICE IS 
SUBSTANTIALLY COMPLETE 


The enrollment of about 20,000 plant 
guards in the Coast Guard Police, as 
a part of the Navy’s plan for the pro- 
tection of approximately 500 shipyards, 
ordnance, munition, and other plants 
for which the Navy is responsible is 
now substantially complete. The Navy 
Department some months ago, realized 
the importance of protecting the more 
than 500 industrial establishments 
which had contracts with it for the 
production of war materials. A plan 


was decided upon for enlisting the 


existing guard forces of these plants 
into a military service for more effec- 
tive control in the event of invasion. 

The Secretary of the Navy delegated 
to the Coast Guard the function of 
enrolling the plant guards at the vari- 
ous establishments working under Navy 
or Coast Guard contracts, and there 
was created for this purpose the or- 
ganization known as the Coast Guard 
Police. The procedure has been to 
enroll all members of the civilian guard 
forces of plants where such guards 
were fully capable of satisfactorily 
performing their duties, and to insist 
that all guards enroll. At most large 
plants the head of the guard force has 
been or will be commissioned in the 
Coast Guard Reserve in order that the 
force may be closely knit into an effi- 
cient unit. 

As all plant guard forces are func- 
tioning efficiently, close military control 
is not immediately exercised. In the 
event of emergency, however, the Navy 
officers stationed at most of the plants 
as inspectors of the products being 
manufactured, will exercise any neces- 
sary control. The responsibility of the 
Coast Guard extends only to the en- 





rolilment of the guards and the keeping 
of appropriate personnel records. 

As a security measure, the establish- 
ment of the Coast Guard Police was 
earried out quietly, effectively, and 
without publicity. At the present time 
a large part of the work has been 
accomplished and it is expected that 
the force will increase beyond the pres- 
ent number but slowly. However, a 
monthly turn-over of approximately 
1,000 men is anticipated. The Coast 
Guard Police are established in all 
parts of continental United States, at 
all establishments known as Navy re- 
sponsibility plants. 

Plant guards are enrolled as mem- 
bers of the Coast Guard Temporary 
Reserve, in Class T, as chief boat- 
swains, boatswains, and chief boat- 
swain’s mates. They remain in the 
pay of their civilian employer. Key 
men in the guard forces are commis- 
sioned in Class 8 of the Coast Guard 
Regular Reserve, and receive the pay 
and allowances of their rank or grade. 
These officers are subject to military 
control by the Navy. 


1943 LIGHT LISTS MODIFIED IN 
FORM AND CONTENT 


The Light Lists for the Atlantic 
and Pacific Coasts of the United 
States, the 1943 editions of which are 
about to be issued, will show the im- 
portant changes which have been made 
in the system of navigational aids be- 
cause of the war. AS many of the 
lights have been extinguished, light- 
ships removed from station, fog sig- 
nals made inoperative, and many of 
the lighted buoys replaced by unlighted 
aids, these facts will be indicated in 
the new light lists. 

Also of interest to mariners will be 
the consolidation of the North Atlantic 
and South Atlantic Light Lists into 
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a single volume. This will describe 
all the lighted aids to navigation main- 
tained, by the United States from 
Maine to Texas, but will not include 
the descriptions of the unlighted buoys 
formerly a part of the lists. Publica- 
tion of data on the unlighted buoys 
and beacons is being temporarily 
suspended. 

The Light List for the Pacific Coast, 
the new edition of which will also be 
ready shortly, will also appear with- 
out the data on unlighted buoys. 
Symbols will indicate aids which have 
been temporarily removed or which 
are temporarily inoperative due to the 
war. The Light Lists for the Missis- 
sippi River System and for the Great 
Lakes are scheduled for distribution 
about February 15. These volumes 
will be the same in format as those 
of previous years. 


IMPROVED FISHING KITS RE- 
QUIRED FOR MERCHANT SHIP 
LIFEBOATS AND LIFE RAFTS 


To provide additional food and in- 
crease the morale of the crews of 
United States merchant ships, who 
through torpedoings or other results 
of war may be adrift in lifeboats or 
on rafts for long periods of time, new 
regulations just promulgated will re- 
quire fishing kits as a part of the 
equipment of all lifeboats and life 
rafts. Provision of fishing gear was 
first made by the Navy, when it was 
placed aboard the small boats of the 
lurger ships and with the life rafts 
earried by planes. This was followed 
by the Coast Guard requiring a small 
kit as part of the equipment of mer- 
ehant vessels. 

The present fishing kit, as approved 
for merchant vessels, has_ several 
unique features. It requires little 
space, it is packed in an hermetically 
sealed can, most of the items are de- 
signed to float if dropped overboard, 
instructions contained therewith in- 
form the seaman of appropriate pro- 
eedure, and the assortment of gear is 
adequate for practically all conditions. 

The new fishing kit consists of the 
following items, and is required under 
an amendment of Section 153.6 (s) and 
153.7 (j) of the emergency regulations 
for merchant vessels. 

One package containing seven fishing 
rigs of assorted sizes, one package of 
dehydrated bait, one pair of cotton 
gloves, one whetstone, one knife, one dip 
net, one apron with pockets, and other 
necessary small items. This material is 
packed in a metal waterproof key open- 
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ing can, labeled “Emergency fishing 
kit—open only for actual emergency 
use.” 

The instructions packed with the fish- 
ing kit contain not only helpful infor- 
mation regarding fishing procedure, but 
much pertinent data on the various 
ways of sustaining life with only such 
means as might come to hand in time of 
shipwreck. Edibility of sea foods, in- 
cluding fish, fowl, and animals, and 
methods of quenching thirst are 
treated, also the use of plant and 
animal life which might be found in 
uninhabitated regions, 


STATISTICS SHOW VALUE OF 
WATERFRONT PROPERTY PRO- 
TECTED BY COAST GUARD 


The recent flood upon the Ohio River 
and the Coast Guard’s activities in con- 
nection therewith, emphasize the value 
of the captain of the port organizations 
developed to a high degree of effective- 
ness by the service as a wartime pro- 
tective measure. Concerned not only 
with such emergencies as floods, but 
with the ever-present likelihood of fire 
on water front property and with the 
prevention of sabotage and other de- 
structive acts which would hinder the 
war effort, the captain of the port or- 
ganizations afford protection to property 
at many points valued at several million 
dollars per mile of water front. 

Coast Guard protective facilities along 
the coasts in the principal harbors of the 
country, and along the navigable in- 
terior rivers, in peacetime, consisted of 
cruising cutters, a chain of shore sta- 
tions and a large fleet of patrol boats, 
these being augmented by more than 100 
cutters engaged in the servicing of the 
lighthouses and other aids to navigation, 
and by the keepers of more than 500 at- 
tended lighthouses. The wartime cap- 
tain of the port organizations add to 
these new and frequently large groups 
of patrol boats manned by Reservists, 
and more than 100 units of a new fleet of 
fire boats, and the personnel to perform 
other types of patrol work in the vicinity 
of the nation’s vital transportation fa- 
cilities. Directly associated with these 
new organizations is the large army of 
shipyard and manufacturing plant 
guards which are rapidly being brought 
within the control of the Coast Guard. 

Figures recently compiled at Coast 
Guard Headquarters show the enor- 
mous value of water-front property 
throughout the country, a large part of 
which, because it represents vital trans- 
portation facilities, is of immediate im- 
nortance in the war effort. While the 
Coast Guard’s facilities, both peacetime 
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and wartime, cannot be said to provide 
effective full-time protection to all of 
this property, forces have been so lo- 
cated as to best service the greatest con- 
centrations of valuable property, mo- 
bility of the equipment providing pro- 
tection to a lesser degree even in re- 
mote localities. 

On the Ohio River, from Pittsburgh, 
Pa., to its mouth at Cairo, IIl., the value 
of improvements to water-front prop- 
erty is approximately $272,615,917. In 
this same area the value of personal 
property which includes all movable 
property, such as machinery, equip- 
ment, stocks of goods, etc., is approxi- 
mately $33,180,490. For the purpose of 
the survey recently made, considera- 
tion was given to the value only of prop- 
erty actually abuting on navigable 
water. 

Surveys made by the U. 8S. Army en- 
gineers indicate that in the peacetime 
year of 1940, over 29,000,000 tons of 
water-borne traffic passed along the 
Ohio River between Pittsburgh and 
Cairo, with over 35,000,000 tons loading 
or unloading at Pittsburgh. It may 
safely be assumed that this traffic has 
increased considerably since that time. 

For the port of New York, and includ- 
ing only the water front lying within 
the city limits and the New York and 
New Jersey shore lying directly oppo- 
site, the value of improvements is ap- 
proximately $1,151,904,264, this figure 
including only structures, except for a 
few towns in Bergen County, N. J., and 
the city of Newark where land and 
building values are combined. The 
amount of water-borne traffic passing 
through the port of New York as above 
defined, for a single recent year, was 
224,971,000 tons. 


DISTRIBUTORS OF NEW 
ABANDON-SHIP KITS 
ANNOUNCED 


A list of the firms authorized to 
serve as distributors for the abondon- 
ship kits required by merchant vessels 
under the new wartime emergency 
regulations, has just been made public 
by Coast Guard Headquarters. The 
names appear on page 112 of this 
BULLETIN. Distributors must have of- 
ficial sanction to distribute these kits 
as they contain narcotics. 

Emergency regulations provide that 
all vessels of 3,000 gross tons and over 
shall carry at least 2 abondon-ship 
kits. The kits contain the following 
articles: 

Twenty one-quarter grain syrettes 
of morphine. 
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Forty-eight one-half gram tablets of 
sulfadiazine in bottle. 

Ten Navy type, watertight packages 
containing 244 grams of crystalline 
sulfanilamide. 

Four ounces of approved oil cleans- 
ing solution in bottle having a screw 
cap. 

Five 4-ounce tubes of 5 percent sul- 
fadiazine-tanic acid 10 percent jelly. 

Two chemical heating pads of ap- 
proved type. 

Also included in the abondon-ship 
kits are detailed instructions to be 
followed when using the drugs. 


WARTIME SAFETY MEASURES 
TITLE OF NEW COAST 
GUARD PUBLICATION 


Wartime Safety Measures for the 
Merchant Marine is the title of a new 
publication about to be issued by the 
Coast Guard and made available to 
ali concerned with the equipment and 
operation of ships cf the United States 
merchant fleet. The new publication, 
forming part of the Coast Guard’s edu- 
cational series, contains not only the 
official regulations applicable to mer- 
chant vessels, but many important 
recommendations having a direct bear- 
ing upon operation during the present 
war conditions. 

The new publication will contain 
120 pages and be illustrated with many 
drawings, showing details of safety 
equipment and methods of operating 
gear of various sorts. 

The following are excerpts from the 
foreword of the new publication ap- 
pearing over the signature of Vice 
Admiral R. R. Waesche, Commandant 
of the Coast Guard. 


Normal peacetime requirements are inade- 
quate in affording the necessary protection 
to seamen and shipping under wartime con- 
ditions. The United States Coast Guard has 
had, and will keep constantly under its con- 
sideration, the objective of developing addi- 
tional precautionary and lifesaving measures, 
including provisions for additional lifesaving 
and other equipment to meet the conditions 
arising from enemy attacks on ships and 
seamen. 

After consultation with various sections of 
the industry to the extent that the neces- 
sities of the situation and time permit, the 
regulations contained herein ave been 
adopted and are to be effected as soon as 
possible on all merchant ships with the pri- 
mary objective of providing increased pro- 
tection for seamen and shipping from enemy 
action. From the cooperation evidenced by 
all sections of the industry in complying 
with wartime measures, no difficulty shoul 
be encountered in obtaining this objective. 

The measures contained herein are based on 
tHe practical experience of the seafaring fra- 
ternity engaged in the war and found effec- 
tive in practice. This publication is printed 
in.a form which is designed to insure the 
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greatest possible understanding of these war- 
time measures; i. e., each regulation is 
rinted in bold-face type and immediately 
‘ollowed by explanatory and interpretive 
material. 

The educational material has been pre- 
pared from a digest of information obtained 
directly from foreign regulatory authorities 
and masters, officers and seamen of Ameri- 
can, British, Norwegian, Dutch, Belgian, and 
other United Nations vessels, as well as notes 
taken at investigations of casualties occur- 
ring to American vessels during the present 
war. 


NEW SHORE DUTY UNIFORMS 
ARE NOW AVAILABLE FOR 
ENLISTED PERSONNEL 


The uniform of the Coast Guard surf- 
man, with its sack coat, visored cap, 
and straight cut trousers, instead of 
the traditional sailor’s garb of bell bot- 
tom trousers, jumper with wide, deep 
collar, and flat hat, has been adopted 
for wider use, and will be worn in the 
future by all enlisted personnel of 
the Service attached to the captain of 
the port organizations or engaged in 
mounted beach patrol duties. The new 
uniform will also be optional for all 
other Coast Guard enlisted personnel 
below the rating of chief petty officer 
when assigned to shore duties. 

The new uniforms, now being widely 
distributed, have many advantages over 
regular sailor uniforms, and are better 
suited for shore duties. The trousers 
are less baggy than the bell-bottomed 
trousers of the sailor, thus permitting 
leggings to fit more closely, while the 
jacket allows more freedom of move- 
ment for men on horseback. 

Another important advantage is the 
considerable saving in tailoring and 
material in making the new uniform. 
The material in the collar alone of 
7 blouses of the regular sailor uniform 
is sufficient to make 1 entire new type 
jacket. Moreover, the simplified cut 
of the new trousers allows 30 pairs to 
be made in the same time that it pre- 
viously took to make 22 pairs of the 
older variety. 

The material of the new outfits is an 
all-wool, 16-ounce Jersey. The single 
breasted coat has four brass buttons, a 
center vent in back, short lapels which 
bear the Coast Guard seal and inserts 
which give a bellows action behind each 
shoulder. These two last features are 
the only differences between the new 
uniform and the traditional one always 
worn by surfmen in the Coast Guard. 
The trousers are straight—not bell-bot- 
tomed—and are finished without cuffs. 
The visored cap is similar to that worn 
by a chief petty officer, differing only in 
that it has the Coast Guard seal as the 
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device. Accessories include white shirts, 
black four-in-hand ties and plain un- 
capped black shoes. In winter, khaki 
breeches will be issued only to the men 
on the mounted beach patrol. In sum- 
mer, however, khaki will be the pre- 
scribed uniform for all hands on shore 
duty. The customary peacoat will be 
worn with the new uniform. 


ZONES FOR AWARDING OF 
CAMPAIGN MEDALS ARE DE- 
FINED BY EXECUTIVE ORDERS 


For the purpose of awarding cam- 
paign medals for active service since 
December 7, 1941, the President has is- 
sued an Executive order clearly defining 
the various theaters in which the war 
is being fought. The earth’s surface has 
been divided into three battle areas, the 
American area, the European-African- 
Middle Eastern area, and the Asiatic- 
Pacific area. 

The American area, is defined, as com- 
prising the entire North and South 
American continents, with the exception 
of Alaska. It includes those portions 
of the North and South Atlantic Oceans 
lying west of a line drawn approxi- 
mately midway between the major land 
masses involved, and the portion of the 
Pacific Ocean forming a coastal belt ap- 
proximately 500 miles wide off the 
United States and gradually widening to 
about 2,000 miles wide off South Amer- 
ica. In other words, the American area 
campaign medal is awarded for service 
in that area but outside the continental 
limits of the United States. 

The European-African-Middle Eastern 
area is comprised of the entire conti- 
nents of Europe and Africa, including 
Greenland and Iceland. Turkey, Syria, 
Iran, Iraq, Arabia, Palestine, and Trans- 
Jordan, of the Asiatic continent are also 
included in this area. 

The Asiatic-Pacific area is comprised 
of the entire continent of Asia, with the 
exception of the countries designated 
above, Australia and New Zealand, all 
the islands of the Pacific, Alaska and 
Hawaii. 

Service aboard vessels or aircraft 
in or above ocean waters shall be con- 
strued as service outside the conti- 
nental limits of the United States even 
though such vessels or aircraft may 
have been based within continental 
limits. 

A person en route in a passenger 
status or on a tour of inspection is not 
eligible for a campaign medal by such 
status alone, unless while in such status 
he is involved in combat which is later 
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recognized as @ campaign or engage- 
ment. 

Pending the issuance of campaign 
medals, service ribbons may be worn. 
For each recognized campaign or en- 
gagement for which a clasp is author- 
ized, a bronze star will be worn. For 
five or more campaigns or engagements, 
a silver star will be worn in lieu of 
each five bronze stars. 


ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


In 1844, when some of the first steam 
propelled cutters to be used by the 
Coast Guard, then the Revenue Cutter 
Service, were being constructed, the 
following letter was directed to John 
Ericsson, of New York, by the Honor- 
able J. C. Spencer, Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


In order to enable the (Treas- 
ury) Department to make arrange- 
ments for procuring a supply of 
coal, I have to request that you 
will at your earliest convenience, 
favor me with replies to the follow- 
ing queries, viz: 

1st. What kinds of coal are best 
adapted to the use of the Revenue 
steamers now building and pro- 
vided with your propellers. 

2d. What will be the probable 
consumption of coal per hour while 
steaming, or of oak or pine wood. 

3d. What quantity of coal can be 
stowed in each vessel or .if pine 
wood will be used what quantity 
may be carried. 

4th. Should the coal be of largest 
size. 


NEW CAP PRESCRIBED AS OP- 
TIONAL EQUIPMENT FOR 
OFFICERS 


A garrison cap, similar to the trench 
cap of the Army, as optional equipment 
for all commissioned, warrant, and 
chief petty officers of the Coast Guard, 
has just been prescribed in amend- 
ments to the uniform regulations. At 
the same time, a change in the regula- 
tion officer’s cap has been made, by a 
new regulation prescribing black braid 
chin siraps in place of gold lace chin 
straps for all but formal wear. 

The new garrison cap, which may 
be worn in lieu of the regulation cap, 
will be blue, white, khaki, or green, 
to match the uniform. Insignia pf 
rank will be worn on the right side of 
the cap and a miniature cap device 
on the left, each 2 inches from the 
front edge. Aviators shall continue to 





wear the miniature wings on the left 
side, with insignia of rank on the right. 
Warrant officers shall wear the corps 
device on each side of the cap, 2 inches 
from the front. Chief petty officers 
shall wear the regular C. P. O. cap 
device on the left side of the cap, 2 
inches from the front edge. Possession 
of the garrison cap shall be optional. 

The change in the regulations affect- 
ing the regulation officer’s cap will 
become effective on January 1, 1944, at 
which time also the sleeve stripes on 
the blue service coat shall extend on 
the outside of the sleeve from seam 
to seam only. 


POCKET SIZED EDITION OF 
VESSEL SECURITY REGU- 
LATIONS TO BE ISSUED 


Of vital importance to all masters, 
owners, operators, and agents of mer- 
chant vessels, are the uniform security 
regulations which apply to vessels while 
anchored or moored to piers, wharves, 
or other waterfront facilities. These 
were approved by the President on De- 
cember 31, 1942, and appeared in the 
Federal Register January 5, 1943 (8 
F. R. 180). They were promulgated as 
a subpart (e) of the “Regulations for 
Security of Ports and the Control of 
Vessels in the Navigable Waters of the 
United States” (33 C. F. R. Part 6), 
sometimes referred to.as the “Anchor- 
age Regulations.” 

While these‘are to be considered as 
providing minimum requirements for 
the security of vessels while in port, 
the captain of the port is authorized 
to issue orders not inconsistent with 
such requirements as may be de- 
termined by special circumstances for 
the safeguarding of individual vessels. 

One of the most important provisions 
is the distinction between vessels that 
are “out of service” and those “in serv- 
ice.” In order to come within the for- 
mer classification, all cargo and pas- 
sengers must be removed from the 
vessel, fires under main and auxiliary 
boilers extinguished, all main engines 
shut down, and the prior permission 
from the captain of the port must be 
received. In this state, the vessel, if 
over 1,000 gross tons, must have a 
licensed officer on board unless it is in 
a shipyard or unless such requirement 
is waived by the captain of the port 
upon determining that the vessel is 
secure without his presence. Vessels 
over 2,000 gross tons and “out of serv- 
ice” must also have gangway or roving 
guards, or both, depending on the gross 
tonnage. 
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Where the vessel is classed as “in 
service” a crew of officers and men 
equivalent to the regular deck and 
engine room sea watches (not including 
day men) is required for all vessels 
over 1,000 gross tons. “In service” ves- 
sels are also required to have “ship 
guards” to perform service at the ship’s 
gangway and, depending on tonnage, 
roving service throughout the ship. 
“Cargo guards” are required in cargo 
spaces during the time general cargo 
of dangerous nature is being worked 
and “fire guards” must be on duty 
when repairs to the vessel create special 
hazards. 

Except where provided by military 
authority, all guards required are to 
be furnished by the master, operator, 
agent, or vessel owner. 

All persons seeking to board a vessel 
must, in addition to satisfying proper 
authorities that a legitimate reason 
exists, possess an acceptable pass as 
well as a Coast Guard identification 
card. 

Special provisions are made with 
regard to adequate lighting of vessels 
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during the hours of darkness. These 
apply to all vessels over 1,000 gross 
tons and include the following areas: 
The dock, the ship’s main deck, the 
offshore side, over the stern, alleyways, 
cargo hatches, and barges when along- 
side. 

Under the general subject of per- 
sonnel, provisions are made on matters 
such as “discussion of ship’s business, 
smoking restrictions, and the posses- 
sion of binoculars and telescopes.” 

The responsibility for making copies 
of these regulations available to owners 
of vessels and other interested persons, 
is with the captain of the port. It will 
be further noted that guards are re- 
quired to. carry a copy as a part of 
their regular equipment and pursuant 
to this requirement a pocket-sized pub- 
lication is now being prepared. 

In order to aid the masters of 
vessels, guards and other interested 
persons in applying these security meas- 
ures, explanatory footnotes of many of 
the sections will be included in this 
booklet. 








MERCHANT MARINE INSPECTION ACTIVITIES 


AMENDMENTS TO SUBCHAPTER O—REGULATIONS APPLICABLE TO 
CERTAIN VESSELS AND SHIPPING DURING EMERGENCY 


The following amendments to Subchapter O were published in the Federal 
Register, dated January 13 and 29, 1943. 


Part 153—Boats, Rarrs, aND LIFESAVING APPLIANCES; REGULATIONS DURING 
EMERGENCY 


Section 153.6 (s) is amended to read as follows: 


153.6 Additional equipment for lifeboats on ocean and coastwise vessels. * * * 

(s) Fishing kit—On every ocean vessel of over 3,000 gross tons there shall 
be provided in each life boat one approved fishing kit consisting of the following 
equipment : 


1 pair, gloves, cotton, commercial grade. 

1 knife, 2 in. high carbon steel blade, thickness of blade 0.060 in., tempered 
to test .56 to .60, well riveted into a wooden handle 6 in. long, #% in. wide 
by % in. in thickness. Handle to be smooth and shaped, with a 4-in. hole 
in end for attaching 3 ft. of 10-pound cord. Knife must be able to float. 
Blade to be guarded with a water-proofed paper tube 5% in. long by % in. 
inside diameter. 

1 package containing the following items: 

1 sinker, egg-shaped, with %4 in. hole in center, weight 2 ounces, with 

3 ft. of 10-pound cord attached .to wooden handle containing the 

abrasive stone. 

dozen pork rinds, dehydrated strips 4 in. long, % in. wide, ends 

tapered to approximately 1% in. and rounded, one end to have two 

hook-holds cut % in. and % in. from end, respectively. 

#1/0 O'Shaughnessy hook, attached to 6 in. of #9 stainless steel wire, 

other end attached to a #5 barrel swivel. 

#7/0 O’Shaughnessy hook, attached to 6 in. of #9 stainless steel wire, 

other end attached to a #5 barrel swivel. 

#7/0 O’Shaughnessy hook attached to 6 in. of #9 stainless steel wire, 

other end attached to a #2 barrel swivel. 

2 O’Shaughnessy hook attached to 6 in. #5 stainless steel wire, 
other end attached to a #5 barrel swivel. 

#6 O’Shaughnessy hook equipped with 3 in. of #5 stainless steel wire, 

other end attached to a #5 barrel swivel. 

abrasive stone, size % in. x 1% in. x \% in., firmly cemented with 

waterproof cement into a wooden handle of sufficient size to make the 

unit buoyant. A ¥ in. hole shall be in the end of the wooden handle, 
with 3 ft. of 10-pound cord attached. 


Nore: All of the hooks in this package shall be firmly attached to a 
piece of tapered cork, 1 x % in. diameter maximum and attached to 
the wooden handle containing the abrasive stone. 


1 set of instructions shall be printed on PAR-A-PAR paper. 


1 dip net, 12 in. deep by approximately 16 in. across the top and bottom 
when folded flat. Cotton mosquito netting mounted on 12-gage galvanized 
market wire. Ends of wire to be securely fastened in a round wooden 
handle 4 in. long by 1 in. in diameter, tapered both ends. Over-all length 
of net folded not over 16 in., to be folded once to approximate packing 
length of 8 in. 

3 ft. of 10-pound cord to be attached to the handle and the front end of 
net. 

1 fishing rig #1, % in. winder, pressed wood or equivalent, containing 100 
ft. of Ashaway 15-pound nylon line, or equivalent; 1 #6 O’Shaughnessy 
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hook rigged with 3 in. #5 stainless steel wire and a #5 barrel swivel 
attached. A split buck shot mounted on line about 6 in. above hook. 

1 fishing rig #2, %& in. winder, pressed wood or equivalent, with 100 ft. of 
#12 Ashaway white cotton shore line, or equivalent. Equipped with a 
stubbed mackerel squid jig mounted on a 1/0 O’Shaughnessy hook equipped 
with 6 in. of #5 stainless steel wire with a #5 barrel swivel attached. 
(Notre: Hook on this line should be light colored.) 

1 fishing rig #3, 144 in. winder, pressed wood or equivalent, with 100 ft. of 
#24 Ashaway white shore line, or equivalent. Equipped with a 1-ounce 
feather jig with white rubber skirts, chrome plated head, rigged with a 
8/0 O’Shaughnessy hook with 24 in. of #9 stainless wire leader and a 
#5 barrel swivel attached. 

1 fishing rig #4, 1% in. winder, pressed wood or equivalent, with 100 ft. of 
#24 Ashaway white cotton shore line, or equivalent; equipped with a 
#1/0 O’Shaughnessy hook on 5 in. #9 stainless steel wire with #5 barrel 
swivel attached. A 2-ounce egg-shaped lead sinker with a %,4 in. hole 
mounted on a line about 18 in. above hook with knot tied above and below 
lead. 

1 fishing rig #5, 1% in. winder, pressed wood or equivalent, with 100 ft of 
#24 Ashaway white cotton shore line, or equivalent. Equipped with a 
#7/0 gang hook and a 1-ounce egg-shaped sinker, with %4 in. hole. 
Mounted on the line so that this sinker lies directly under the hooks. 

1 fishing rig #6, % in. winder, pressed wood or equivalent, with 100 ft. #48 
Ashaway white cotton shore line, or equivalent, equipped with 144-ounce 
feather jig rigged with a 6/0 O’Shaughnessy hook on 2 ft. of #9 stainless 
steel wire and #2 barrel swivel. 

1 fishing rig #7, % in. winder, pressed wood or equivalent, with 100 ft. 
of #48 Ashaway white cotton shore line, or equivalent. Equipped with 
a specially constructed spear of approximately 7 in. over-all in length, 
special constructed barb on one end with an open eye on the other end, 
and a “U”-shaped attachment brazed to the side of the spear to accommo- 
date blade of oar or paddle. This item should be constructed of a good 
grade of commercial steel, the barb to be rounded at the end and back to 
be concave; protected with a waterproofed paper tube to be 4% in. long 
and % in. inside diameter. 

1 bib, width across bottom 28 in., width from end of flap to end of flap, 36 in. 
Width across the top 30 in. Length from top of bib to bottom, 15 in. Bib 
shall contain 12 pockets in which each of the items shall be inserted. All of 
the edges shall be hemmed and double stitched. Fastened to the end of 
the left-hand flap shall be a rayon tape 18 in. long by % in., securely sewn. 
Fastened to the right-hand flap shall be 2 rayon tapes, 18 in. long by % in., 
securely sewn. 7% in. from each corner of the top of the bib shall be 
firmly sewn a rayon tape 24 in. long by % in. The bib shall be made of 
olive drab cotton cloth, herringbone twill, weight per square yard 8.5, 
minimum thread count per inch in warp 72, in filling 46; breaking strength 
in warp 125 pounds, in filling 85 pounds. The test to be made by 1x1x3 
Grab Method. 


All material shall be packed in a metal waterproof key opening can. A three- 
fourth inch ring which shall hinge back flat shall be soldered on the bottom of the 
container. 

Nore: Each rig shall be marked with saw-cuts on both sides of winder for iden- 
tification. All hooks and swivels to be attached with at least 6 turns of the wire. 
All lines attached to swivels with a surfman’s hitch with three wraps. All fishing 
hooks to be bound to rigs with scotch tape. (Approximate weight of kit, packed, 
3% pounds.) 


The container shall bear the manufacturer’s name or trademark, together with 
the following inscription: 


“EMERGENCY FISHING KIT 
OPEN ONLY FOR ACTUAL EMERGENCY USE” 


Section 153.7 (j) is amended to read as follows: 
153.7 Additional equipment for life rafts on ocean and coastwise vessels. * * * 
(j) Fishing kit—On every ocean vessel of over 3,000 gross tons there shall be 
provided in each life raft one approved fishing kit consisting of the following 
equipment: 
(The number and kind of items are the same as contained in § 153.6 (s).) 
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Section 153.10 (b) is amended to read as follows : 
153.10 Construction of life preservers. * * 

(b) New life preservers, covering.—New life preservers for use on ocean and 
coastwise vessels are be covered with slate colored drill which meets the require- 
ments of Navy Department Specification 27—-D-1-b; or, one side shall be covered 
with such slate colored drill and the other side with chrome yellow or orange 
colored drill. The covering is to be rendered fire-resistive by treatment with 
approved fire-resistive substance. 

Section 153.17 is amended to read as follows: 

153.17 Lifesaving nets—On all mechanically-propelled ocean and coastwise 
vessels of over 1,000 gross tons, there shall be provided for each set of davits a 
lifesaving net or nets aggregating at least 10 feet in width to reach from the 
rail to the light load line. Steel nets shall be made in sections having a width of 
5 feet. On and after January 31, 1943, all new installations or replacements of 
lifesaving nets shall be of an approved type.
